[0003] The majnT fiinction of the imTnung system is to distinguish "foreign" antigens 
from "self and respond accotdiugly to protect the body against infection. This definition may 
(dao be stated as distinguishing "bad" mnlpMes from "good." In normal immune responses, the 
sequence of events involves dedicated antigen presenting ceils (APC) capturing foreign anti gen 

( i ) 20 imd procefising it into Bmall peptide fi^agments which are thrti pnrscntcd in clefts of major 

histocompatibility complex (MHC) molecmles on the APC surf^e. The MHC naoleculeB can 
either be of class I expressed on all nucleated cells (recognized by cytotoxic T lympbpcytw (Tc)) 
or of class n expressed primarily by cells of thr. irmnunc system (recognized by helper T 
lymphocytes (Th)). 

( i ) 25 [0004] Reeting APC are programmed for antigen trapping ariH pmrcssing into peptide 

I mgmcnts, which are then expressed nn the surfece MHC molecules. These m.ore activated APC 
tlien become better able to stimulate T ceQs rather than trap and prooesa additional antigens, Th 
cells recognize the MHC n/peptide complexes on APC and rrspmid-
